a) Soviet capabilities to produce deliverable 
nuclear weapons and Soviet capability to 
deliver on Continental United States by 
aircraft, guided missle, submarine and 
clandestine entry. 

b) Soviet intentions as to target priorities 
with available delivery capabilities, i.e. 


would U.S.A. be primary target, or 
U.S.A. plus our overseas bases, or the 
latter plus certain targets in other countries. 
These estimates are intelligence estimates. 
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c) Other side of coin is the defense: 
early warning, interception, anti-aircraft 
and the like, plus protective measures concerted 
by ODM, Civilian Defense measures & the like.

3, The National Security Act of 1947, setting 
up the CIA., has provided that it shall be 
the duty of the Agency, under the direction 
of the National Security Council "to correlate 
and evaluate intelligence relating to the 
national security * * * using where appropriate 


existing agencies and facilities. " 

Under that authority Intelligence Advisory 
Committee constituted: Four military 
representatives, the senior Intelligence 
Officers of the three services and of the 
Joint Staff and three civilians - intelligence 
officers of the Department of State, Atomic 
Energy Commission and the representative 
of the Director of the FBI. DCI Chairman. 
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transmission with any comments to 
President through NSC. JCS member 
Chairman - but intelligence present as 
full participating member.
